thirty-two patients. . 
A most elaborate dugout waa cap 
Mametz. designed t^i

engini* room and dynamo, lighting 
the whole place with electricity. Ev- 
erything poaalbie for the comfort of 
the men and ofllcers as well as the 
expedienceii of war was provided for.
